The business of the company at the
(hesapeake and Ohio wharves continues to
increase steadily every year. Theimprove-
ment has been very marked during the past
twelve months, notwithstanding the fact
that operations were suspended several
times during the year on account of high
water,

As our readers ali know, Mr. L. Bremond
is the general shipping agent of the com-
pany, in charge of the wharves, an officer
of large experience, and isagentleman well
and favorably known. We are indebted to
him for some interesting Ireight and ship-
ping statistics.

About 6,000 tons of freight of all kinds
is now upon the wharves awaiting ship-
ment, which, if added to the shipments
already mude, will show a tonpage of 246,-
134 tons received during the year—the very
handsome inerease of 70,690 tons over the
year 1877. To the energy and efliciency of
